| Returns from the Assembly elections 
| received at an early hour this morning 
oe that the next Assembly will be 
| composed of 95 Republicans, 52 Demo- 
jcrats and 3 Socialist members. 
“She present Assembly is made up of 
110 Republicans, 35 Democrats and 5 
| Socialists. Thus there is a net gain of 
17 seats for the Democrats, of which 5 
were captured in districts outside of New 
York City and 12 in city districts. This 
will mean that the Republican repre- 
sentation from New York City, at pres- 
ent composed of 24 members, has been 
cut in two in the Democratic tidal wave 
which swept Mayor Hylan and his run- 
ning mates on the Democratic city ticket 
into office by such towering pluralities. 
Most of the Republican losses within 
the city were sustained in Brooklyn Gdis- 
tricts. In Manhattan the Republican or- 
ganization succeeded in electing eight 
Assemblymen. In the Bronx the Demo- 
rats apparently carried every district 
with the exception of the Fourth, which 
was carried by Louis Weitz, a Socialist. 
The Democratic victories in that bor- 
ough in the Assembly elections are in 
very large measyre due to the nemi- 
nation of candidates under the fusion 
arrangement with the view to defeating 
} the Socialists who have unusual 
strength in that borough. 
In Queens -onty Spe" district, the 
Fourth, on incompletesgeturns, appears 
to have been won by” a Republican 
candiate. Mrs. Ebba M. Winslow is 
the Republican candidate in the fourth. 
Both districts in Richmond were carried 
by the Democratic candidates. E. V. 
Frerichs, the present Republican Assem- 
blyman, from the Second Richmond Dis- 
trict, who was a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, was defeated by a large plurality. 
Although the Miller transit program 
was made an issue in the campaign by 
the Democrats with such signal success, 
| several Republican Assemblymen who 
; voted for the Transit bill, on returns 
which as yet are not complete, are run- 
ning ahead and wili probably be elected.

The 
other was in the Forty-sixth Senatorial 
district, which takes in part of Monroe 
County where H. BE. Dick, the Republi- 
can candidate who ran with Prohibi- 
tion endorsement, was elected. 

Returns from up-State indfcate that 
in Chemung County Assemblyman John 
J. Richford, Republican, running for 
re-election, had been defeated by 
Oscar Kahler, the Democratic candi- 

ate. With this additional seat won, 
the Democrats, according to present re- 
turns, have scored a net gain of five 
seats up-State, with the likelihood that 
the Democratic tidal wave in this city 
may add more. ‘ 

Returns ftom the Assembly elections, 
appear to insure continued control of 
the lower house in the Legislature to the 
Republicans by a greatly reduced ma- 
jority. 

In the present Assembly there are 116 
Republican menmers, cf whom 86 were 
elected from up-Siace districts and 24 
from districts within this city. 

Schoharie County, which has sent a 
Republican to the Assembly for the last 
four years, at yesterdays election gave 
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a majority of approximately 500 to Wal-

Speaker H. Edmund Machol’ won in 
Jefferson County by a very large ma- 
jority and undoubtedly will be re-elected 
to his present position of nonor and 
power in the Assembly. Assemblyman 
Simon L. Adler of Monroe, Republican 
floor leader of the present Assembly, 
was also returned, as was Joseph A. Mc- 
Ginnies from the Second Assembly Dis- 
trict of Chautauqua County, who thus 
in all likelihood will continue as Chair- 
man of the important Committee on 
Ways and Means. Nearly all of the men 
at present filling Chairmanships of im- 
portant standing committees nave been 
returned also. 

The Democratic victory in the munic- 
ipal election in Syracuse which fur- 
nishes approximately half of the vote in 
Onondaga County did not affect the re- 
sult of the Assembly elections. All 
three Republican Assemblymen from 
Onondaga were candidates for re-elec- 
tion and won. 

In Monroe County, with the City of 
Rochester showing a marked falling off 
in the Republican vote for municipal 
offices, five Republican Assemblymen 
were elected. 

In Erie County, with Buffalo, the 
second largest city in the State, in the 
throes of a spirited municipal contest, 
the Republicans lost only one seat in 
addition to that retained by the Demo- 
crats in last year’s Republican land- 
slide. 

Five women candidates running in 
up-State districts, three of these Socifal- 
ists and two Democrats, all went down 
to defeat. 

In the Second A’ssembly District of 
Nassau County F. Trubee Davison, 2a 
son of Henry P. Davison, a member of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., was elected to suc- 
ceed Theodore Roosevelt Jr., who re- 
tired from the Assembly to become As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy. Mr. 
Davison is a former service man, who, 
during the war, was a Lieutenant in 
the naval air service.

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 8&—Returns 
from today’s mayoralty elections in this 
State are regarded here as showing a 
marked trend toward the Democratic 
Party throughout the State. 

For the first time in twenty-two years 
Albany has elected a Democratic 
Mayor. William S. Hackett, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, won handily over Wil- 
liam Van R.

jority. 

In Buffalo the contest for Mayor 
was between two Republicans, and the 
issue was prohibition. Frank X. Schwab, 
a brewer candidate of the wets, de- 
feated George S. Buck, who was sup- 
ported by most of the dry element. 

On the other hand, Rochester Republi- 
cans elected Clarence Van Zandt Mayor, 
after the hottest campaign in twenty 
years, by a plurality of less than 2, ® 
and his success was due to prohibition 
endorsement, 

In Syracuse the Republicans suffered 
defeat for the first time in more than 
fifteen years. Deforest Settle, their can- 
didate for Mayor, was defeated by John 
H. Waldrath, Democrat, by a plurality 
of .nearly 7,000. Street car fares and 
taxes were leading issues in the cam- 
paign. 

Democrats in Schenectady won a not- 
able victory in re-electing Mayor George 
R. Lunn for a fourth term, though not 
consecutive. He had previously served 
two single terms, and today was chosen 
for his second successive term. It is 
the first time in twenty-eight years that 
Schenectady has eiected the same Mayor 
for two successive terms. 

In Rome the Democrats elected Dr. 
William S. Reid Mayor by ],866 plu- 
vrality. Two years ago the Republicans 
earried the city for Mayor by 768 
plurality. 

Oneonta chose a Democratic Mayor 
for the first time in its history, when 
Cc. Cc. Miller received a majority of 67 
over his Republican opponent and pres- 
ent Mayor, Andrew E. Ceperley. 

Lackawanna, which now has a So- 
cialist Mayor, the only one of his party 
in the State, elected a Democrat, 
Michael J. Mescall, to succeed him. 

In Johnstown also the Republicans 
were overthrown by the election of 
Percy Ripton, Democrat, over Mayor 
Chamberlain. 


Wets Win in Buffalo. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 8.—Buffalo 
registered a protest against prohibition 
today by electing Frank X. Schwab, a 
brewer, to the Mayoralty. Schwab and 
his opponent, George S. Buck, the pres- 
ent Mayor, are both Republicans, and 
prohibition was regarded as the issue on 


which Schwab won 62,000 votes and a 
majority of 2.563. 

Schwab has promised throughout his 
campaign that if elected he will go to 
Washington and fight for a modification 
of the Volstead law so as to permit the 
sale of beer and light wines. He has 
denied charges that his election would 
mean a ‘“‘wide-open town’’ and has de- 
clared that all laws will be enforced 
while they are laws. However, he has 
promised@d to abolismn the present Police 
Dry Squad, which has done effective 
work in rounding up Violators of the 
State Prohibition law in Buffalo. 

The victory of Schwab was a surprise 
in some respects, since it had been con- 
ceded that he lost much ground during 
the last few days of the campaign. Bet- 
ting odds, which a week ago were 10 to 
7 on Schwab, closed 2 to 1 against him. 
It is generally believed that had the elec- 
tion been held a week ago Schwab's ma- 
jority would have been several thousand 
greater. 

William H. Anderson, State Superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League, is be- 
lieved to have cost Mayor Buck many 
votes by his interference in the city cam- 
paign. Mr. Anderson spoke here soon 
after the primaries, and urged” the 
voters to retain Buck and defeat Schwab. 
The wet forces made much capital out of 
what they termed interference by an out- 
sider in a municipal campaign, and An- 
derson’s action is believed to have solidi- 
fied the Schwab following to a large 
extent.

morning until night on Thursday. The | 
War Department has issued detailed in-

M. Briand reached Washington last 
night. .He sent a message to the Amer- 
ican people, which was well recelved, 
and emphasized the special position of 
France in reference to national: safety. 
The Washington Post, after welcoming 
Briand and assuring him that the bond 
already uniting the allied nations .con- 
stitutes the best guarantee of the peace 
of the world, goes on as follows: ; 

‘““No formal alliance is desirable or 
necessary to bring the United States and 
France into a close union of peace and 
war. They have already joined bonds 
firmer than treaties, exactly as the two 
English-speaking nations are united in a 
mutual ‘understanding which they will 
not suffer to be broken by: war.” . 

The Post goes on to say that, though the 
American delegates to the Paris Peace 
Conference represented the United States 
as demanding the covenant of the League 
of Nations, the nation did not yearn for 
anything of the kind, adding: ° 


‘““TIt yearned for peace,. not entangle- 
ments; actual voluntary co-operation of 
national sovereignties, not enforced com- 
pliance with the will of a coterie of 
nations. Americans refused to consider 
a treaty of alllance with France because 
they intend forever to determine for 
themselves when, how and-to what ex- 
tent the United States shall act toward 
friends and enemies. No treaty can 
foresee the future and adapt itself to 
unfor n conditions.” 

The Post remarks that if the visiting 
stategmen.take full account of the tem- 
per Americans they will understand | 
why thé covenant of the League was re- 
jected and why it will be wise for all 
the participants in the conference’ to} 
turn aside from.the Geneva contrivance 
and consider the problems of the Far 
East quite apart from any intermed- 
dling from the League. The article con- 
tinues: 

‘‘“The Washington conference is a 
meeting of the wills of. those nations 
that can command world peace. : It is 
not a debating society like the assem- 
bly, nor a cabal like the Council of the 
League of Nations. The Governments 
assembling here for free conference are 
not responsible to any higher authority 
than their own peoples. No. outside na- 
tion or combination of nations. re-| 
strains their will. No treaty can be | 
ratified even if it should be signed by | 
the conferees which infringes upon. ‘the 
sovéreignty of any nation, or which 
tries: to set up an international avthor- 
ity with power to supervise national 
policy or ‘action.”’ |

names visibly fired the people with 
enthusiasm. A very great part of the 
electorate, usually depended upon to 
eid fusion in every manner, was in- 
different or hostile.

Specious and false is the attempt to 
place responsibility for the continu- 
ance of ‘the strike upon the Milk 
Conference Board. The folly of the 
union's demand for an increase of 
$5 a week over its inflated war- 
time wages is now admitted, even by

On the north an 
almost vertical cliff of 10,000 feet rose 
from the Rongbuk_ glacier. The 
southern aspect was almost as forbid- 
ding. The east to northeastern ap- 
proach held out the only hope. From 
& col 23,000 feet high (the locality ap- 
parently indicated by the President of 
the Royal Geographical Society) a 
northeast ridge of the mountain held 
out some promise of accessibility.

I have to sleep with my 
conscience in these matters and I shall 
be held responsible for every drop of 
blood that may be spent in the enter- 
prise of intervention. I am _ seriously 
considering every phase of this difficult 
matter and I can say frankly to you, 
and you may inform the Cabinet officers 
who discuss it with you, that ‘there 
won't be no war with Mexico if I can 
prevent ft,” no matter how loud the gen- 
tlemen on the hill yell for it and de- 
mand it. It is not a difficult thing for 
a President to declare war, especially 
against a weak and defenseless nation 
like Mexico. In a republic like ours, the 
man on horseback is always an idol, 
and were 1 considering the matter from

tunes, and‘its influence upon the results 
of the next election, I should at once 
grasp this opportunity and invade Mex- 
ico, for it would mean the triumph of 
my Administration. But this has never 


been in my thoughts for a single mo- | 


ment. The thing that: daunts me and 
holds me back is the aftermath of war, 
with all its tears and tragedies. 
from the South and I know what war 
is, for I have seen its wreckage and 
terrible ruin. It is easy for me as 
President to declare war. J do not have 
to fight, and neither do the gentlemen 
on the hill who now clamor for it. It 
is some poor farmer’s boy, or the son 
of some poor widow away off in some 
modest community, or perhaps the scion 
of a great family, who will have to do 
the fighting and the dying. I will not 
resort to war against Mexico unti] I 
have exhausted every means to keep 
out of this mess. I know they will call 
mea coward and a quitter, but that will 
not disturb me. Time, the great solvent, 
will, I am sure, vindicate this policy of 
humanity and forbearance. Men forget 
what is back of this struggle in Mex- 
tco. It ts the age-long struggle of the 
people to come into their own, and 
while we look upon the incidents in the 
foreground, let us not forget the tragic 
reality in the background which towers 
above this whole sad picture. The gen- 
tlemen who criticise me speak as if 
America were afraid to fight Mexico. 
Poor Mexico, with its pitiful men, 
women and children, fighting to gain 
a foothold in their own land! They 
speak of the valor of America. 
is true valor? I would be just as much 
ashamed to be rash as I would to be a 
coward. Valor is self-respecting. Valor 
is circumspect. Valor strikes only when 
Valor withholds 
itself from all small implications and 
entanglements and waits for the great 
opportunity when the sword will flash 
as if it carried the light of Heaven upon 
its blade.’’ 


Justifying His Attitude. 


As the President spoke his eyes 
flashed and his lips quivered with the 
deep emotion he felt. It was the first 
time he had unburdened himself and 
laid bare his real feelings toward Mex- 
ico. Rising from his chair, he walked 
toward the window of his study, the 
very window out of which Lincoln had 
looked upon the Potomac and the hills 
of Virginia during the critical days of 
the Civil War when he was receiving 
bad news about the defeat of the North- 
ern army. Continuing his talk, he said: 
‘“‘Tumulty, some day the people of 
America will know why I hesitated to 
intervene in Mexico. I cannot tell them 
now, for we are at peace with the great 
power whose poisonous propaganda is 
responsible for the present terrible con- 
dition of affairs in Mexico. German 
propagandists are there now, fomenting 
strife and trouble between our countries. 
Germany is anxious to have us at war 
with Mexico, so that our minds and our 
energies will be taken off the great war 
across the sea. She wishes an uninter- 
rupted opportunity to carry on her sub- 
marine warfare and believes that war 
with Mexico will keep our hands off her 
and thus give her liberty of action to 
do as she pleases on the high seas. It 
begins to look as if war with Germany 
is inevitable. If it should come—I pray 
God it may not—I do not wish America's 
energies and forces divided, for we will 
need every ounce of reserve we have tu 
lick Germany. Tumuity, we must 
try patience a little longer and awiit 
the development of the whole plot in 
Mexico! *’

On the first of February we intend 
to begin submarine warfare unre- 
stricted. In spite of this it is our in- 
tention to keep neutral with the United 
States of America. If this attempt is 
not successful, we propose an alliance 
with Mexico on the following basis: 
That we shall make war together and 
together make peace. We shall give 
general financial support and it is 
understood that Mexico is to reconquer 
the lost territory in New Mexico, 
Texas and Arizona. The details aré 
left to you for settlement. 

You are instructed to inform the 
President of Mexico of the above in 
the greatest confidence as soon as it is 
certain that there will be an outbrealc 
of war with the United States, and 
suggest that the President of Mexico, 
on his own initiative, should communi- 
cate with Japan, suggesting adherence 
at once to this plan; at the same time 
offer to mediate between Germany 
and Japan. 

Please call to the attention of the 
President of Mexico that the employ- 
ment of ruthless submarine warfare 
now promises to compel England to 
make peace in a few months.

In the President’s Flag Day address, 
delivered at Washington on June 14, 
1917, appeared the following: 


Fast. 


They [meaning Germany] sought by 
violence to destroy our industries and 
arrest our commerce. They tried to 
incite Mexico to take up arms against 
us and to draw Japan into a hostile 
alliance with her; and that not by 
indirection. but by direct suggestion 
from the Foreign Office at Berlin. 

As the storm of ridicule and criticism 
of his policy of watchful waiting beat 
fiercely upon him, I often wondered if 
he felt the petty meanness which under- 
lay “t or was disturbed or dispirited by 
it. As the unkind blows fell upon him, 
thick and fast from every quarter. he 
gave no evidence to those who were 
close to him of any irritation or of the 
deep anger he must have felt at what 
appeared to be a lack of sympathy on 
the part of the country toward the 
idealistic policy in the treatment of 
Mexican affairs. Never for a _ single 
moment was he driven from the course 
he had mapped out for himself. He had 
given his heart and soul to a great hu- 
mane task, and he moved toward its 
consummation amid a hurricane of pro- 
tests and criticisms. 

There was a time, however, when I 
thought he betrayed chagrin and disap- 
pointment at the obstacles placed in his 
path in settling the affairs of Mexico. 
It was in a little speech delivered at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard on the occasion of 
the burial of the soldiers who fell at 
Vera Cruz, Perhaps in the following 
words he pictured his own loneliness 
and utter dejection: 

““T never went into battle; I never 
was under fire; but I fancy there are 
some things just as hard to do as to 
; go under fire. I fancy that it is just 
as hard to do your duty when men are 
sneering at you as when they are shoot- 
ing at you. When they shoot at you, 
they can only take your natural life; 
when they sneer at you, they can wound 
your living heart, and men who are 





in their principles enough, to go about 
their duty with regard to their fellow- 
|men, no matter whether there are 
hisses or cheers, men who can do what 
| Rudyard Kipling in one of his poems 
wrote, ‘Meet with triumph and disas- 
| ter and treat those two imposters just 
|the same,’ are men for a nation to be 
| proud of. Morally speaking, 
! and triumph are imposters. The cheers 
| of the moment are not what a man 
| ought to think about, but the verdict of 
his conscience and of the conscience of 
| mankind.”

Estimated Revenue Expected. 
Treasury experts completed § today 
their estimates as to the revenue which 
would be yielded by the Senate bill. 
The total for this fiscal year was placed 
at $3,242,730,000, as compared with 
| $3,456,000,000 under existing law; that 
for the next fiscal year at $2,717,280,000 
and that for the calendar year 1923 at 
$2,726,280,000. 

While they undoubtedly will make 
many changes in the measure, the con- 
| ferees are not expected to materially 
alter the total of revenue. As the bill 
}now stands there are just three major 
provisions on which the House and 
Senate agree. They are: Repeal of the 
excess profits tax and of the transporta- 
tion taxes on next Jan. 1, and reten- 
tion of the present tax on corporation 
capital stock. 

A statement prepared by the experts 
and made public by Senator Penross 
said that the technical and Administra- 
tive improvements in the bill were 
“quite as important as the reductions 
in specific taxes.’’

third period was nearing a close, but he 
immediately dazzled the crowd by tear- 
ing off two mighty runs for a total dis- 
tance of fifty-five yards. Early in the 
final quarter he again traveled forty- 
seven yards around Rutgers’ right end, 
and while the Scarlet warriors were try- 
ing to recover from the effects of this 
exhibition of chained lightning. Desch 
slipped around left end for twenty yards 
and Notre Dame's last touchdowns. He 
was then removed from the game, much 
to the relief of Sanford’s team. 

A slender-hipped halfback named 
Castner was the individual star of this 
football’ mixture. He first showed his 
mettle by romping half the distance of 
the field for the first Hoosier touch- 
down. In the fourth period he scored 
another. after a brisk run around the 
left wing and down the sideline. But 
these contributions were as nothing 
compared with the drop-kicking that 
this sl#m youngster produced for the 
benefit of the New. York crowd. 

Charley Brickley was in the press box 
watching the proceedings, and even 
Charley was never more graceful or 
nonchalant than Castner in booting a 
drop-kick between the uprights. Cast- 
ner kicked a field goal from ‘the 43-yard 
line in the first period, and in the 
second quarter he kicked a goal from 
the 46-yard line.

Relapsing from his recent endeavors 
to be a bit blithe and frolicsome, George 
Scarborough has fallen far enough to 
turn out a hot, violent and smoky melo- 
drama, which, to the accompaniment of 
roaring crowds and tooting horns in the 
streets, was exposed to view last eve- 
ning at the Comedy Theatre. It is a 
highly theatrical piece, written in the 


most hifalutin langtiage the playgoer 
has had a chance to hear this season. 
They call it ‘‘The Mad Dog.’’ lts in- 
terpretation puts a fearful strain on that 
uncommonly fluent actress Helen 
Menken, and it summons back from the 
movies the errant Conway Tearle, whose 
voice has not been lifted in these parts 
for several seasons. 

His present job is to play the bad man 
in ‘*The Mad Dog’’—as bad a man as 
Mr. Searborough could invent, a regular 
Robert W. Serviceable bad man. You 
meet ‘him first when, dirty and foul and 
unshaven, he lurches into the twilit 
peace of the old San Pablo Mission 
down in Arizona near the Mexican bor- 
der. It is none other than wild Rab 
Morley, broken loose a week back from 
the State prison in Colorado, where 
they had stowed him away for life for 
murdering the woman who had been 
doing him wrong. Now, hungry and 
thirsty and wounded, he is near enough 
to the border to crawl there before the 
dawn of another day.

“ HAMLET,” with Asta Nielsen in the title | 
role; directed by Sven Gade; produced by a 
Copenhagen company in Denmark and 
Berlin. At the Lexington Theatre. 


In order to enjoy the foreign screen ' 
version of ‘‘ Hamlet,’’ which opened an | 
engagement at the Lexington Theatre | 
Monday evening, the spectator should 
first of all get Shakespeare out of his 
mind as much as possible. The picture 
is not, and does not pretend to be, an 
adaptation of the famous tragedy. As 
every one knows, there was a legend of . 
Hamlet before Shakespeare ever wrote, 
and there is also a book called ‘‘ The | 
Mystery of Hamlet,’’ written in com- 
paratively recent years by the late Dr. | 
Edward P. Vining, and it is upon ‘this 
legend and the book that the. .photaplay 
at the Lexington is based...vAs way be | 
expected, then, although it fellows the 
| Shakespegrean narrative in* ‘Thany par- 
ticulars, ft also departs from it in many j 
others, the most important of*which is 
likely to prove a_ startling inriovation | 
to many. Dr. Vining sought to’ explain | 
the character of Hamlet on the ground | 
that the Prince was a woman who, for 
reasons of State, had been raised as @ 
man, and it is this theory that the photo- | 
play accepts and seeks to make plaus- 
ible. 

Now the spectator who goes to seé 
this motion picture ‘‘ Hamlet ’’ with his 
mind not too much set against this un- 
usual theory and who can also refrain 
from anticipating various details of ac- 
tion by his knowledge of Shakespeare, 
has an evening or an afternoon of rare} 
| screen entertainment before him. For 
the Nielsen-Gade ‘‘Hamlet”’ is an) 
extraordinary work. It does not need 
to apologize to any production that has 
|come from’a foreign or domestic studio 
since the invention of motion pictures. 
It holds a secure place in the class with 
the best. 

First of all, it is a human story. Even 
those who approach anything labeled 
classic or highbrow with apprehension 
are likely to find it as thrilling, as grip- 
ping, as their favorite melodrama—or 
so it surely seems, for it is hard to 
imagine any one not held by its intenser 
{scenes at least. And there are many 
| fine points about it, Httle bits of by- 
play, touches of action, flashes of sig- 
‘nificant pantomimic and pictorial ex- 
pressiveness that the discerning will de- 
light in. 

One cannot speak of the work of Miss 
| Asta Nielsen without enthusiasm. There 
| will be discussion as to her physical 
charms. Some undoubtedly will call her 
beautiful, while others, preferring a dif- 
ferent type of wife or sweetheart or sis- 
ter, will say she is merely striking in 

appearance. But what does all this 
| spears The woman can act. She acts. 
iThat’s the thing. She does not just 
pose before the camera, nor does she 

rant and tear around violently. She im- 

personates a character, she makes it 
live and have a meaning, a hundred 
meanings. Her mouth is .not. simply 
something to paint a cupid’s bow on. It 
is an organ to express the thoughts and 
feelings of the woman within. And her 
other features are not merely facial 
adornments or fixtures to be adorned, 
but human parts that reveal a human 
being. Miss Nielsen has grace, too, and 
the control of her’ body that permits her 
to use it to beautify her character and 
|make its movements and postures sig- 
| nificant. 

But still Miss Nielsen is not the whole 
picture. The other r6éles are exceedingly 
well done and the settings, even when 
the photography is not what this coun- 
try would have given them the benefit 
| of, are expressive. They have a depth 
seldom seen in American pictures and 
immeasurably heighten every dramatic 
crisis of the story. The composition of 
the scenes throughout, with relatively 
| few exceptions, is such as to give each 
its greatest strength. Mr. Gade, the 
director, also deserves his honors for 
the production. 

The most serious fault with the Amer- 
ican version of the picture is that it is 
overtitled. Scenes which can stimulate 
the imagination are made explicit by 
words, Also occasional quotations from 

Shakespeare not only do not fit, but 
keep in mind the play which the spec- 
‘tator should put out of his mind to 
enjoy the motion picture fully.
